Having just returned from an extended official assign- 
ment in Europe, I have been endeavoring to determine the exact 
status of the proposal concerning a headqmrters building for 
the Central Intelligence Agency. Prior to my departure in mid- 
August, a representative of your office conveyed to me the 
decision that this construction would be located in Fairfax 
County, Virginia. 

Now in reviewing recent Press clippings, I find that 
other sites are under consideration and accordingly I am further 
confused. This situation is confounded by the fact that various 
interests in Maryland continue to solicit my support in regard to 
property which they have offered - as evidence thereto your 
attention is directed to the attached letters from (l) Mr. W. G. 
Carroll of the Maryland Electronic Corporation, College Park, 
Maryland, (2) Dr. T. B. Sjonons of the Suburban Trust Company, 
Takoraa Park, Maryland, and (3) Mr. David Scull of Sterling and 
Scull, Inc . of Silver Spring, Maryland, i-rhich I would request to 
be returned after serving their purpose.

You have worked long and hard to urge that decision 
be made to locate the proposed new headquarters for the Centrkl 
Intelligence Agency in Maryland. 


Enclosed please find copies of correspondence relatiee 
to our offer of free site to C. I. A. provided we can tie into public 
sewer and water facilities currently being arranged for the Atomic 
Energy Commission. It appears certain that sewer extension will 
be mandatory in view of present degree of pollution of the Potomac. 
A separate disposal plant for A. E.C. could not be permitted because 
of the necessity of dumping its effluent into inadequate local stream 
branches that flow to this river. 


In brief, our location has already been approved for a 
major Federal installation; plans are being worked out to care for 
water and sewer. It would be unnecessarily costly to go through 
that whole process again elsewhere in Maryland or Virginia. 

Strategic considerations are not raised by proximity because of 
past willingness to consider locations in downtown Washington. 
Further our site is on the direct heliocopter flightli'ne from the 
White House to the new underground "Pentagon" near Camp Dietriech, 
into which C.I. A. would have to be tied in the event of a national 
emergency. Early consideration of this offer is of the essence in 
view of a specific limit to my option on the ground.
